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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed 7/03/08. 
This application contains 2-14. Claiml has been canceled. Claims 2-6 were 
withdrawn. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 7/03/08 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

Claims 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
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Specifically, Claims 7 and 10 each claims "using a common control to move and 
alter the direction in which a pointing of a group the lamps" or "using a common 
control, to move based on said common control" but fail to describe, support or 
disclose as original filed. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 7 and 10, it is un clear as to what " a common control" is 
actually referred to since there is no "common control" shown or described 
in the description and since there are various common controls in lighting 
industry. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the 
"common control" as claimed in claims 7 and 10 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
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appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not 
be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining 
figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must 
be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to 
show Figures 13 A and 13B as described in the specification (page 19, line 3). 
Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or 
figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
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the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin 
as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over US Patent no. 5,432,691 to Garrett et al. 

As to claims 7-14, Garett et al. teaches an automated truss module 10 
with deployment mechanism, the truss system is suitable for mounting, 
transporting and deploying lighting instruments; which includes a plurality of 
truss mounted lamps 100 attached to a plurality of trusses (35, 25 which will be 
controlled as group by using second drive assembly is coupled to the mounting 
platform to separate a group of the lighting instruments from another group of the 
lighting instruments; wherein at least one of said trusses extends in a different 
direction than another of said trusses; and the plurality of lamps pointed in the 
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same direction in their basic state, and wherein said truss mounted lamps are 
formed on a bracket (U-shaped bracket which includes a truss mounted portion 
and a linear mounted portion , and each connection of the lamp to the truss 
limiting an amount of adjustment which prevents cables from being over twisted. 

Garrett discloses a control in the motorized drive assembly 60 includes 
relays and limit switches, interconnected in a fashion well known in the art, to 
prevent over driving the mechanism in either direction, by de-energizing the 
motors when mounting rails 50 are fully deployed (down) or fully retracted (up). 
Alternatively, a microprocessor-based control circuit can be used to accept 
control signal inputs, monitor the state of limit switches, and through appropriate 
interface circuits, energize and de-energize the motors as required. A truss unit 
identity switch, comprising a two- or three-digit thumbwheel switch, may also be 
included in the control circuit to identify a particular truss unit in a computer 
controlled system. Thus Garrett et al teaches controlling the group of lamps as a 
group using a common control to move the group of lamps is well known in the 
art. 

Garrett et al. does not disclose expressly that using a graduated scale to 
adjust the base position of each lamp to point in the same direction. However, It 
would have been obvious to one ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to use a graduated scale to adjust the base position of each lamp 
since it has been held that the provision of adjustability, or measurement where 
needed involve sonly routine skill in the art. 
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The method of mounting and controlling a plurality of group of lamps to a 
plurality of trusses and moving each of a plurality of lamps as a group by using a 
common control as specified in claims 7-14 are linked to the structures disclosed 
by Garrnett et al. as stated above therefore would have also been obvious in 
view of the structures as taught by Garret et al.
